If that should happen, we can't imagine 
that the county will be able to afford te 
lose $7,600 or so on a fair, as it is do- 
ing. We can't afford it now. Somchow, 
the fair has to become self-supporting, at 
least, and profit-making, if possible. 

One way to help accomplish that would 
be to draw enough crowds from outside 
the county to increase attendance, espe- 


cially at those events with entrance fees.

However, it's 
only right that we then begin to pay user 
fees for things our taxes once provided. 

So, another idea might be to charge a 
small entrance fee to view the exhibits 
and possibly even to the concessions and 
entertainment. A family fee of $2 ог 50 
cenis per person probably wouldn't keep 
тапу people away, but it could add up to 
a helpful total for the county.
